Robert Koch turned the tide in 
mankind's 
long 
battle 
against 


tuberculosis by discovering the mi- 
crobe that causes it, victory in 
the fight seems nearer than ever. 


As yet no specific cure for tu- 
berculosis has been found, but 
deaths from the "white plague" 
arc definitely on the decline and 
at an impressive rate. For the 
United States, the morality from 
this disease, which once was enor- 
mous, stood at 130 per 100.000 of 
population in 1912. By 1929, the 
latest measured year, it had fal- 
len to 69. 


A tiny rod-shaped 
plant that 
grows on human flesh was proved 
by Koch to be the fearful enemy 
against 
which 
physicians 
had 


been fighting a blind and losing 
battle. He announced his discov- 
ery March 24, 1882. Today 
the 


United States, in response to a 
call from President Hoover, will 
join a world-wide commemoration 
of his achievement. 


In Koch's day every seventh 


child was doomed to die of tuber- 
culosis. Today 
tuberculosis 
has 


dropped to seventh place among 
mortal diseases. Millions of people 
now alive actually owe their ex- 
istence to the modest Germany 
country doctor who did his first 
research between treatments

The 
proof of Christ's claims w«.s given 
on Calvary's hill and in Joseph's 
garden. Jesus died for men's sins,

redemption, 


Without an Easter, there would 
be no Christian Church today. 


People as a whole do not under- 
stand theology. But even the mass- 
es catch 
the 
point of Easter. 
That is why scores of thousands 
gather at sunrise 
on 
Florida 


beaches, and other scores of. thou- 
sands on western mountain-sides, 
to greet the dawn of Resurrection 
morning. 
Th'us they testify, en 


masse, to the Easter hope which 
lights a candle in every darkened 
death chamber and In every life. 


Doubtless an aggregate of mil- 


lions of persons will leave their 
beds at unwonted hours of dark- 
ness this Easter day. and, with no 
little discomfort, travel miles be- 
fore daybreak, in order that they 
may welcome with a song this 
anniversary of Christ's resurrec- 
tion.

trial here yesterday, the defense 
put Fred Center, police chief at 
McCamey, on the stand. 
Center 


testified Barnett said a few nights 
prior to the killing that if Fowler 
did not pay him money he would 
kill him and throw his body in the 
Pecos. Center said further he had 
communicated the threat to Fowl- 
er. 


Testimony that Barnett's pistol 
was found in his belt, loaded and 
cocked, was given by B. M. North- 
cult, a justice of the peace, 
oth- 


er witnesses said Barnett's hand 
was moving toward his 
pistol 


when he dropped, fatally wounacd. 


The state's star witness, Tony 
Hess, with Barnett at the time of 
the shooting, said the sheriff drove 
up to a filling station where Bar- 
nett's automobile was being ser- 
viced, motioned him aside, said 
"There's the x x I'm looking for" 
and began shooting with a sub- 
machine gun. 


Cross examined, Hess was not 


certain the sheriff had not said,
